Sugar Hill and vicinity to be lighted the entire year untll _ 
midnight, and from 5 a. m. until daylight, excepting 
the lights from the Homestead to Hotel Lookoff for six _ 
months of the year; all the above premises to be lighted 
with electricity, and to raise and appropriate the neces- — 
sary money for the same.

Automobile Tax Permits: 


During the fiscal year 1936, 826 tax permits were issued 
and the sum of $2,754.53 was received and paid to the town 
treasurer. The fiscal year 1937 shows a decrease over 1936, 
702 tax permits being issued and the sum of $2,483.29 being 
received and paid to the town treasurer. This decrease is dne 
to the new law passed at the last session of the General Court. 
No permit fee will be required for the registration of vehicles 
during the months of January, February and March, only one- 


se the registration being required. ° 


Dog Licenses: 


During the fiscal year 1936, 223 dogs were licensed and the 
sum of $450.40 was paid to the town treasurer. For the year 
1937, 226 dogs were licensed and the sum of $470.80 was 
paid to the town treasurer.

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For the benefit of those who are contemplating marriage, 
the following is a copy of the new Blood Test law: 


“No application for a marriage license shall be accepted by 
any town clerk until there shall be in the possession of such 
town clerk a statement or statements signed by a licensed 
physician that such applicant has submitted to a Wasserman 
or Kahn or some similar laboratory test, and that, in the opin- 
ion of such physician, the person is not infected with syphilis 
or in a stage that may become communicable, and such state= 
ments shall be accompanied by a record of the standard lab- 
oratory blood tests made, which record shall contain the exact 
name of such applicant. A standard laboratory blood test 
shall be laboratory test for syphylis approved by the state 
department of health and shall be performed by said depart- 
ment on request of a licensed physician or at a laboratory 
approved by it, such test to be made not more than thirty 
days before the issuance of the marriage license.” 

(Laws 1937, c. 186; takes effect October 1, 1938.)

THE LISBON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The circulation at the Lisbon Public Library for the 
year 1987 was 21,518, a small gain over 1936. Of this 
number 17,531 was fiction, 2,710 non-fiction and 1,277 
magazines. The largest number of books loaned on any 
one library day was 301, the smallest 110 on the day be- 
fore Christmas, and the average 206 for each library 
day during the year. In additiofi to this much reference 
work has been done in the library, especially by the 
pupils from the schools. A number of books along the 
line of history, fine arts and natural science which were 
bought during the year have helped much in meeting 
the reference demands. Much more material, however, 
could be used and should be gradually added from year 
to year. 

About twenty of the older standard books of the 
library which were badly worn or of very poor print 
have been replaced with new large type editions, and as 
a result many of them, which for years have been passed 
by because of their condition, are again in active circu- 
lation. Fifty-nine worthwhile books, the bindings of 
which were badly broken, were sent away for rebinding 
and these, with about two hundred that were rebacked 
last winter with the help of the girls from the National 
Youth Administration, have placed the library in fairly 
good condition physically. 
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During the winter the library has been open from — 
twelve to one for the benefit of the schools and has been 
much used during that hour, especially by the pupils 
who come from outside the village. With the coopera- 
tion of the teachers, reading lists for English and History 
have been prepared and are in very constant use. Books 
for remedial reading have been sent both to the village 
schools and to the districts outside, thus bringing a 
number into contact with the library who otherwise 
might never have used it. 

Magazines have been given by Dr. Eckels, Mr. Webb, 
Mr. Bailey, Mrs. Moulton, Mrs. Woolson, Mrs. Oliver, 
Miss Kelsea, Mrs. Lang, Mrs. Parker, Mrs. Aldrich and 
the D. A. R.; books by Mrs. Webb, Mrs. Oliver, Mrs. 
Keyes, Mr. Rothenberger and Mr. Tillotson. All of 
whom are very cordially thanked for what they have 
added to the pleasure and usefulness of the library.
